miniſters of their executio What greater 
peril! could there be,then tobe in the Ly- 

ons den with Danicliyce the Lord ſhut vp 

the Lyons mouthes thatrhey could rot 
huct him,bur deuoured his accufers; Ic is 
much to be in miſcrie,in want, ficknes, 6& 
ſores with lob, in hunger with: El-as, in 
thirſt with Sampſon, ſoreand naked with 
LaJares, impriſoned with loſeph perſecu- 
ted with Dauid,with lereme,with Perer, 
ſtoned with Pawle, and infinite others;yet 
did the Lord deliuer themout of all their 
troubles: And therforc ſatth the Pſalmiſt: 
The Godly walke through fire, & warer, 
but the lord bringeth theminto a wealth. 
thy place, And therefore, Paw having 

experience heereof , rcioyced aJwaicsin 
the Lord, when he was moſt deepely vex- 
ed, and beſet with moſt miſeries So did 
the reſt of the Apoſtles, when they were 
hungry and thirſty,naked, beaten, buffe- 
ted with fiſts, wandering vp and downe 
without any certaine dwelling place, be- 
ing reviled and moſt ignominiouſly han- 
led, being gazing ſtockes vnro the worlde 
by meanecs of their miſeries, yet were they 
paticnr,and bleſſcd,cuen when they were 
cuil ſpoken of. They were eſteemed of the 
yerte

very excrements and of ſrourging of the 
world hated and deſpiſed of the worlde, 
yet they grudged noe,neither did they de. 
ſpaire, but depended vpon the promiſes 
thelouethe power & proujdence of their 
God:In whome(though they ſeemed out 
rardly to ſorrow they inwardly reioyced 
though they ſecined poore,yet made they 
many rich , though they ſeemed to baue 
nothing:yet they poſſeſſed al things:fuch 
is the force of a ſound confidence in the 
almighty,who in mercie worketh by our 
ward croſſes, the inwarde comfort of his 
children, and ſheweth alwaies compaſſi- 
on according tathe multitude ofhis mer 
cies, thou muſt learne heereby to be full, 
and to be hungry, to be eſteemed and to 
be difpiſed,to abound, and to want:and 
in what eſtatc ſocuer thou art to bethere

in his infirmities , in reproches,in neceſ- 
fities,in perſecurioas,and troubles : Ad" 
ding further,when 1 am weake,namelie, 
accounted weake , then am I ſtronge: 
what wounderfull cffc&s doth faith and 
patience worke forthe Children of God? 
How it dooth comfortethem , cucn in 
their deepeft calamitics, thou ſteſt, and 
therfore make thou profite ofthat which 
thou haft heard , Wherevnto [ will alſo 
adde wharlcſus Chriſt himſelfe ſpea- 
kethto comfarte his, afflifted. Reioyce 
and bee exceeding glad(ſaycth he) when 
for my ſake and the Goſpels yee are af- 
flited and perſecuted , & your re” 
wardc ſhall be greate in. heatien , wo ;

Indecdeit cannot rightly be ſaid that thy 
puniſhmentes arefor the Goſpels cauſe, 
or for Chriſts ſake, for that it may noe

dangerous,for it js often caricd longtime 
like @ ſparke of fireinthe heart, andar

rentimes a mightic ruine, & eucty childe 
of God muſt aflure himſelfe,thar there ar 
ſome that couer ſuch ſparkes with thea. 

ſhes of diſſimulation, which at the laſt . 
breakerh foorth for their triall,and GOD 
who managethall , will ſuffer none ro 
work beyond his good pleaſure. Though 
ſomerimes ic bringeth death vnto the 
moſte innocent,as it did vnro 8rphen, ro 
Tohn Baptiſt, and ro Chriſt imſclfe, who 
was bctraicd by the poiſoned ſpark of the 
deucliſth venome that long Jay hid in bis 
d*ceitfu!l breaſt,yet playnly ſecnc of him 
whome hee betraied: this is a dangerous 
cteſle, & carefully to be, wayed,confide- 
ring that a ſword may be couercd vnder. 
Al haile friexd.diflimulat.o maye change 
deadly hatred into acceptable loue in 
ſhew.And therefore, may the moſt ſimple 
and innocent bee ſooneſt intrapped with 
ſweer and p'cafing words, when as we ſee 
there is deadly poyſon in the heart:thcre 
may b» hony1in the mouth , when gall is 
within the boſome, & that cauſerh ſo ma- 
ny outragtous cuils tobe committed yp- 
on the [caſt ſuſpicions. And therefore, it 
is a conuenicnt thing for every man, and 
moſt neceſſary to haue one enemie, who 
 chicfly he feareth, and whomche may ac.

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count his morrall adugyſarie, for by the
